Sir — The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  tlie  Board  make  it  incumbent 
on  the  Secretary  to  present  at  this  time,  a  full  report  of  statistics  collected  during  the  preceding 
year. 

In  the  following  pages  is  given  a  statement  of  what  has  been  gathered,  with  other  information 
of  interest  to  your  corporation.  The  work  has  been  one  requiring  much  patience  and  toil,  but  no 
pains  have  been  spared  to  give  a  correct  expose  of  the  business  of  Chicago  in  all  leading  articles 
of  commerce,  and  if  what  was  required  is  laid  before  the  Board  to  their  satisfaction,  the  compen- 
sation will  be  ample. 

Our  review  shows  that  Chicago  still  maintains  her  prominent  position  among  the  great  grain 
markets  of  the  world.  The  area  of  ground  cultivated  has  been  greatly  extended,  and  the  crops 
of  1859,  (although  the  yield  per  acre  was  below  our  average  one)  was  generally  good,  and  secured 
in  good  condition. 

In  the  provision  trade,  .we  show  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  by  our  packers, 
while  in  the  number  of  hogs  cut,  a  decrease  is  exhibited.  The  entire  receipts  of  both  cattle  and 
hogs  have  been  smaller  than  in  1858.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  short  crop  of  corn  that 
year,  and  the  consequent  inability  of  stock  raisers  to  put  their  cattle  and  hogs  in  a  fit  condition 
for  the  block. 

In  lumber,  a  large  business  has  been  done.  The  stock  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  season  in 
1858,  was  128,000,000  feet.  The  quantity  received  in  1859,  foots  up  302,845,207  feet,  while.the 
stock  now  on  hand  is  only  118,000,000  feet,  being  the  smallest  quantity  on  hand  at  the  close  of 
the  season,  for  several  years.  Sales,  however,  most  of  the  year,  have  been  forced,  and  manufac- 
turers and  dealers  coaaplain  that  they  have  reaped  but  little  profit  from  the  trade. 

In  most  other  articles,  a  decided  increase  is  shown.  The  general  business  of  the  country  ap- 
pears to  have  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the  panic  of  1857-8,  and  assumed  a  healthy  tone,  and 
nothing  now  seems  to  stand  in  the  way  of  our  usual  increase  in  prosperous  periods. 

The  business  of  1859,  is  best  sliown  by  the  facts  and  figures  hereafter  given.  They  may  be 
relied  on  as  strictly  correct. 

The  affairs  of  the  Board  are  in  a  highly  satisfactory  condition.  Many  improvements  have  taken 
place  the  past  year.  A  new  Act  of  Incorporation  was  granted  by  our  State  Legislature,  on  the 
7th  of  March  last,  conferring  more  powers  than  our  former  one.  It  was  adopted  by  the  Board, 
with  new  Rules  and  Regulations  at  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  and  both  have  been  found  to  work 
advantageously,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  the  organization  is  one  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
business  community.  Aside  from  the  valuable  statistical  information  which  it  collects  and  daily 
furnishes  for  the  use  of  the  public,  it  is  the  means  of  simplifying,  in  a  great  degree,  the  enor- 
mous business  transacted  by  its  members,  and  of  arranging  controversies  that  may  arise  among 
them.  Its  influence  for  good  (which  is  constantly  increasing,)  is  frequently  acknowledged  outside 
of  the  Association.  The  rapid  increase  of  members  has  compelled  an  arrangement  for  more  con- 
venient and  spacious  apartments  for  their  use,  which  are  now  nearly  ready  for  occupying.  A 
large  share  of  the  members  of  the  Board  are  now  made  up  of  representatives  of  the  produce 
trade  and  the  commercial  interests.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the  other  mercantile  and  manfac- 
turing  interests  should  be  represented  in  this,  the  only  Association  we  have  to  foster  and  protect 
the  business  interests  of  our  citv.

IMPORTS  AND  EXPORTS.

In  our  Report  for  1858,  we  gave  tables  of  the  Imports  and  Exports  of  Chicago  which  were 
prepared  by  Lieut.  Col.  J.  D.  Graham,  of  the  U.  S.  Topographical  Engineers,  of  inestimable 
value  as  showing  the  amount  of  our  commerce,  and  intended  to  have  availed  ourselves  of  his 
figures  for  this  Statement,  but  find  that  his  Annual  Report  to  the  United  States  Government 
is  not  yet  prepared  for  publication.  In  this  connection  we  would  mention  that  all  the  informa- 
tion necessary  for  this  purpose  has  been  gathered  by  us,  and  is  published  herewith  ;  but  we  feel 
that  our  knowledge  of  placing  anything  like  a  reliable  valuation  on  such  a  heterogenous  mass  as 
is  presented,  to  be  insufficient  in  such  matters  to  approximate  anything  near  correct  figures. 
From  what  is  shown,  however,  and  from  what  information  we  can  gather  of  the  extent  of  our 
commerce,  we  can  safely  say  that  both  our  Imports  and  Exports  for  1859  exceed  those  of  1858 
by  at  least  ten  per  cent.  The  value  of  our  commerce  in  1858,  as  stated  by  Col.  Graham,  was  as 
follows .

which,  in  our  opinion,  is  not  an  over-estimate. 

In  the  following  pages,  which  really  commence  our  Statement,  we  give  an  opening  table,  which 
exhibits  the  entire  movement  of  Flour  and  Grain  in  Chicago  for  the  year  now  ended.  This  is 
followed  with  detailed  statements  which  show  the  course  of  our  trade  in  all  the  principal  articles 
bought  and  sold  at  the  Exchange  Rooms ;  a  statement  of  the  entire  tunnage  and  valuation  of 
vessels  (American  and  Canadian)  engaged  in  the  carrying  trade  on  the  great  Chain  of  Lakes  of 
which  Chicago  is  the  Commercial  Emporium ;  a  list  of  those  vessels  which  have  traded  between 
Chicago  and  other  ports  in  1869,  with  the  tunnage  of  each  ;  a  list  of  those  laid  up  here  for  the 
winter ;  with  tables  of  incalculable  benefit  to  strangers  and  others  purchasing  property  here  for 
shipment,  showing  rates  of  freight  by  Lake  and  Railroad  to  diiferent  points  east,  and  statements 
showing  what  property  each  and  every  railroad  entering  the  city  has  received  and  forwarded 
during  the  year,  with  a  summary,  showing  the  entire  amount  of  property  received  at,  and 
forwarded  from  Chicago,  by  Lake,  Canal,  and  Railroad,  besides  many  other  tables  of  interest  to 
business  men. 

In  placing  all  these  facts  and  figures  before  our  readers,  we  should  be  unkind  not  to  mention 
the  deep  obligations  we  are  under  to  the  officers  and  clerks  of  the  difiFerent  transportation  routes, 
for  their  kindness  in  furnishing  statements,  and  giving  us  access  to  their  books,  to  assist  in  gath, 
ering  the  statistics  compiled  herein.

It  is  no  wonder  that  such  is  the  case  when  all  kinds  of  Flour,  from  the  best  White  Winter  to 
the  cheapest  Spring  Wheat  can  be  found  in  the  market,  in  supply  to  suit  all  classes  of  dealers.

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WHEAT. 

A  review  of  the  Wheat  trade  for  the  year  may  be  proper,  although  it  is  perhaps  superfluous  to 
make  many  remarks  on  this,  or  any  other  article  of  commerce  ;  our  tables  of  receipts,  shipments, 
and  prices,  giving  all  the  information  that  can  be  desired.  Xo  two  are  of  the  same  opinion 
with  regard  to  causes  of  the  fluctuations  in  prices  constantly  occurring,  and  it  is  perhaps  better 
to  spread  the  figures  before  the  public  and  leave  them  to  judge  of  causes  and  effects  for  them- 
selves. It  was  evident  from  the  light  stock  of  wheat  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year, 
and  the  known  short  crop  of  1858,  that  the  amount  to  be  handled  previous  to  the  harvest  of 
1859  would  be  small,  although  no  doubt  existed  of  an  abundant  supply  for  consumption.  As  was 
anticipated,  our  receipts  were  light,  and,  on  the  opening  of  navigation,  but  little  more  than 
400,000  bushels  had  come  forward.  A  fair  demand  for  milling,  at  home,  had  existed,  and  about 
30,000  bushels  had  been  taken  abroad  (mostly  into  Michigan)  for  the  same  purpose.  The  stock 
on  hand  at  the  opening  of  Lake  navigation,  was  but  little  over  500,000  bushels,  of  which  (say 
230,000)  was  winter  wheat.  Early  in  the  year  the  prospect  of  a  European  war  had  produced  an 
excitement  in  our  market,  and,  although  very  little  Wheat  had  been  taken  for  export,  we  find 
prices  lor  Chicago  spring  here,  on  the  opening  of  navigation,  within  a  few  cents  of  those  in  New 
York,  Chicago  speculators  seeming  to  have  more  confidence  than  Eastern  operators.  The 
harvest  of  Winter  Wheat  in  1858  had  been  comparatively  l.irge,  and  of  tolerable  quality.  A 
steady  advance  had  been  maintained  in  this  article  in  the  New  York  market,  and  we  find  there 
was  a  fair  margin  in  this  grade  for  forwarding,  and  our  early  shipments  were  mainly  of  Red 
Winter.  Meanwhile  speculation  continued,  war  existed  in  Europe,  and  it  was  generally  thought 
tliat  all  the  surplus  grain  in  this  country  would  be  wanted  there  before  our  coming  harvest.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  year  Red  Winter  had  sold  at  108  cents.  No.  1  Spring  at  81  cents,  and 
Standard  at  TO  cents  per  bushel.  On,  or  about  the  middle  of  May,  prices  had  reached  their 
highest  point.  Red  Winter  sold  at  168  cents,  (in  some  instances  two  or  three  cents  more  was 
obtained,)  No.  1  Spring  at  130  cents,  and  Standard  at  125  cents  per  bushel,  being  an  advance 
while  the  excitement  lasted,  of  60  cents  per  bushel  on  Red  Winter,  49  cents  on  NO.  1  Spring, 
and  59  cents  on  Standard  Spring.  No  corresponding  advance  had  taken  place  in  Europe,  and  as 
no  scarcity  existed  there,  it  became  evident  that  little  or  none  would  be  wanted  for  export  except 
at  low  figures.  Up  to  this  time  our  receipts  for  the  year,  with  the  amount  on  hand  at  the  opening 
amounted  to  over  1,000,000  bushels,  of  which  amount  440,000  bushels  had  been  shipped  by  Lake 
and  330,000  bushels  remained  in  store  here.  Harvest  was  approaching,  with  every  indication  of 
a  good  yield,  and  although  the  stock  on  hand  was  not  sufficiently  large  to  alarm  holders,  the 
quality  was  so  inferior  it  was  thought  but  little  of  it  would  be  used  for  milling  purposes  should 
the  coming  crop  prove  as  good  as  was  anticipated.  From  this  time  until  harvest  there  was  a 
steady  decline,  until  we  find  Red  Winter  selling,  on  the  4th  of  August,  at  108  cents.  No.  1  Spring^ 
at  90  cents,  and  Standard  at  59  cents  per  bushel,  and  no  margin  for  shipment  at  those  prices. 
Although  receipts  had  been  liberal  from  the  middle  of  May,  our  shipments  had  exceeded  them, 
and  we  found  ourselves,  at  the  commencement  of  receiving  the  new  crop,  with  only  175,000 
bushels  of  old  Wheat  in  store.  The  new  crop,  however,  had  realized  our  expectations,  and 
although  the  yield  had  not  been  large  for  the  area  of  ground  sowed,  the  quality  of  our  Spring 
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Wheat  was  superior  to  any  which  had  been  raised  for  several  years.  The  Winter  Wheat,  too, 
was  of  a  fair  quality,  although  the  yield  was  small.  The  market  for  the  new  crop  opened  under 
rather  unfavorable  auspices.  None  of  the  causes  existed  which  had  prevailed  for  several  months 
to  keep  up  prices,  quite  an  amount  of  the  old  crop  was  remaining  at  Chicago  and  the  different 
grain  depositories  between  here  and  the  seaboard,  and  our  Wheat-growers  looked  despondingly 
at  their  prospects  for  the  sale  of  the  new  crop.  Under  these  circumstances  it  came  forward 
slowly  during  August,  but  in  consequence  of  its  fine  quality  commanded  a  ready  sale,  and  it  will 
be  seen  by  our  tables  that  receipts  from  the  latter  part  of  August  to  the  close  of  navigation  were 
large,  and  prices,  with  an  active  shipping  demand,  continually  advancing.  It  is  thought  that 
since  harvest  the  business  has  been  highly  satisfactory  to  operators,  while  prices  have  been 
remunerative  to  growers.  This  harvest  commenced  early  and  shipments  continued  late,  the  last 
having  been  made  on  the  26th  day  of  November.  At  the  close  of  navigation  the  stock  on  hand 
was  reduced  to  75,000  bushels.  From  that  time  to  the  close  of  the  year,  380,000  bushels  were 
received.  A  good  demand  for  milling  here,  and  for  shipment  to  Pittsburgh  and  Michigan  has 
existed,  and  we  are  left  at  the  close  of  the  year  with  but  little  over  230,000  bushels  in  store.

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COKN. 

The  Corn  crop  of  1858  was  small,  in  consequence  of  heavy  late  spring  rains  inundating 
the  flat  lands  after  being  planted,  but  as  no  injury  was  done  to  the  early  planted  Corn  on  the 
rollino-  prairies,  the  crop  gathered  was  of  excellent  quality.  A  good  demand  having  existed 
from  the  dose  of  navigation  in  1858  to  the  close  of  that  year,  for  supplying  home  wants  and 
to  fill  orders  from  States  east  of  us  with  which  we  are  connected  by  railroads,  the  demand  had 
far  exceeded  the  supply,  and  the  year  1859  opened  with  but  a  small  stock  in  store,  say  5,953 
bushels.  A  demand  from  the  same  sources  continued  to  some  extent  most  of  the  year,  and 
in  consequence  of  a  general  scarcity  of  corn  throughout  the  country,  particularly  in  the 
Western  States,  where  the  East  had  so  long  looked  for  her  main  supplies  of  this  cereal,  and 
the  general  opinion  that  from  this  and  other  causes  our  surplus  Corn  as  well  as  Wheat  would 
be  wanted  for  export,  prices  advanced  with  slight  fluctuations,  until  we  commenced  getting 
receipts  from  the  new  crop.  At  titaes  during  the  shipping  season,  more  than  half  a  million 
bushels  had  accumulated  in  store,  but  with  this  large  quantity  on  hand,  and  favorable  prospects 
for  a  large  crop  in  1859,  such  confidence  existed  that  all  the  Corn  in  the  country  would  be 
wanted  for  our  own  consumption  (if  not  for  export)  before  the  new  crop  would  sufficiently 
ripen  to  be  shipped  safely,  there  was  a  decline  at  no  time  of  more  than  two  or  three  cents  per 
bushel.  Previous  to  the  middle  of  October  the  old  Corn  was  nearly  exhausted,  and  although 
an  active  demand  for  shipping  existed  throughout  the  latter  part  of  the  season  there  was 
scarcely  enough  arriving  to  supply  the  home  wants.  The  new  crop,  however,  ripened  early, 
and  as  soon  as  the  first  week  in  October,  began  to  come  forward  in  the  ear.  This  served,  in 
a  measure,  to  supply  the  local  demand  and  the  old  Corn  arriving  was  taken  mainly  for  shipment 
East  at  high  figures,  selling  on  the  20th  of  October  as  high  as  81  @  82  cer.ts.  As  early  as 
the  last  week  in  October  we  commenced  shipments  of  new  Corn,  and  from  that  time  to  the 
close  of  navigation  more  than  half  a  million  bushels  of  the  crop  of  1859  had  been  shipped 
East — an  unprecedented  event  in  the  annals  of  our  Corn  trade.  At  the  close  of  navigation 
16,-284  bushels  remained  in  store,  since  which  nearly  300,000  bushels  have  been  received, 
while  the  stock  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  only  20,585  bushels. 

We  will  only  add  that  the  Corn-growing  country  tributary  to  Chicago  is  progressive  to  a 
remarkable  degree,  and  that  our  figures  for  receipts  showing  smaller  this,  than  for  some  years 
past,  may  be  attributed  entirely  to  the  failure  in  the  crop  of  1858.  The  crop  of  1859  is 
thought  to  be  above  an  average  one,  even  for  the  increased  number  of  acres  planted,  and 
should  one  as  abundant  follow  in  1860,  we  look  for  a  very  large  trade  in  Corn,  as  well  as  in 
other  articles  produced  from  its  use. 

The  following  Statement  will  show  monthly  receipts  of  Corn  at  Chicago,  and  give  the  entire 
course  of  trade  in  this  cereal  for  the  year  now  ended.

OATS. 

The  year  1859  opened  with  a  comparatively  large  stock  on  hand — say  100,362  bushels. 
The  crop  of  1858  was  nearly  worthless,  and  probably  more  speculation  had  existed  in  the 
latter  half  of  that  year,  here  and  elsewhere,  in  this  article  than  was  ever  before  known. 
Prices  were  so  high  the  last  half  of  1858  and  first  half  of  1859,  that  but  few  Oats  were  used 
for  feeding;  our  tables  shewing  less  city  consumption  in  1858  and  1859  than  for  several 
years  previous.  Our  quotations  close  in  1858  ou  the  25th  day  of  December  at  50  cents,  and 
commence  on  the  6tb  day  of  January,  1859,  at  47  cents  per  bushel  for  No  1  Oats.  Before 
the  close  of  January  prices  advanced  to  50  cents,  and  from  that  date  until  seed-time  had 
passed,  ranged  from  50  to  56  cents  for  No.  1  of  the  crop  of  1858.  A  small  stock  of  the  185Y 
crop  was  remaining  in  store  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  and  prices  for  these  ranged 
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from  10  to  20  cents  higher  during  the  winter  and  spring.  Such  a  difference  existed  during 
that  period  in  the  value  of  the  various  grades  offered  for  sale,  that  it  would  be  almost  an 
impossibility  to  give  correct  quotations,  the  poorer  qualities  seemingly  not  being  wanted  at  any 
price,  while  such  as  would  answer  for  sowing  commanded  very  high  figures. 

The  crop  of  1859  was  a  fair  one,  both  as  regards  quantity  and  quality.  Since  harvest 
1,014,580  bushels  have  been  received  at  Chicago,  mostly  belonging  to  the  new  crop.  The 
market  for  new  Oats  opened  at  25  cents,  and  an  active  demand  existed  at  our  quotations,  for 
shipment  to  Buffalo,  Oswego,  Ogdensburgh,  and  the  Lumber  Districts  to  the  close  of  naviga- 
tion, while  a  few  were  taken  before  and  since  that  time  to  fill  orders  from  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati, 
St.  Louis,  and  other  places;  this,  with  a  good  home  demand,  left  a  moderate  stock  only 
in  store  at  the  close  of  the  year,  say  38,177  bushels. 

Our  table  of  receipts  for  the  year  foots  the  smallest  of  any  for  five  years.  This  may  be 
attributed  to  the  same  cause  that  existed  to  decrease  our  receipts  of  Corn,  viz :  the  wet  spring 
and  consequent  failure  in  the  crop  of  1858. 

The  following  table  shows  the  sources  of  our  supply  for  Oats  in  1859,  and  how  they  were 
disposed  of.

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RYE. 

Our  Tables  show  that  from  the  opening  of  the  year  until  the  middle  of  July,  there  was  scarcely 
Rye  enough  eoming  forward  to  supply  distillers,  and  that  prices  ranged  high  most  of  the  time, 
reaching  |1,15  per  bushel  towards  the  close  of  May.  During  July,  14,022  bushels  were  received, 
mostly  coming  forward  after  the  middle  of  the  month,  and  being  from  the  new  crop.  The  crop 
of  1859  is  supposed  to  be  the  largest  ever  raised  in  the  north-west,  is  of  a  superior  quality,  and 
we  venture  the  opinion,  that  no  better  can  be  found  of  last  year's  harvest,  in  this,  or  any  other 
country.  Of  the  last  crop  we  have  received  about  200,000  bushels,  but  a  good  demand  for  ship- 
ment to  Buffalo,  and  for  forwarding  to  points  east  by  railroad,  as  well  as  to  supply  the  local 
demand,  having  existed,  our  stock  on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  small,  say  1,894  bushels. 
This  is  the  first  year  any  considerable  quantity  of  Rye  has  been  shipped  from  Chicago,  the  first 
shipments  of  which  we  have  any  record  having  been  in  1858,  and  amounting  to  only  7,569 
bushels. 

It  is  thought  that  our  large  foreign  demand  for  Rj^e  the  past  year  has  stimulated  farmers  to 
increase  the  breadth  of  ground  sowed,  and  knowing  as  we  do,  that  our  climate  and  soil  are  ad- 
mirably adapted  to  its  culture,  we  have  no  doubt  that  hereafter,  in  the  magnitude  of  our  trade 
in  Rye,  we  shall  rank  as  we  do  now  in  our  Wheat  and  Corn  trade,  as  the  largest  primary  market 
in  the  world.

BAKLEY. 


This  crop  in  1858,  like  that  of  all  our  small  grains,  suffered  severely  from  the  heavy  spring  rains. 
The  yield  per  acre  was  small  and  the  quality  unusually  poor  ;  still,  owing  to  the  increased  breadth 
of  ground  sowed,  our  receipts  were  larger  than  any  previous  year.  The  year  1859  opened  with 
a  stock  of  70,751  bushels  in  store,  and  consisted  of  almost  all  grades  ever  found  in  this  or  any 
other  market,  prices  ranging  from  forty  to  sixty-five  cents  on  the  6th  of  January,  at  which  date 
our  weekly  quotations  commence.  For  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  although  prices  wece 
firm  at  an  advance,  very  little  activity  prevailed  in  the  market,  only  about  75,000  bushels  com- 
ing forward,  which  was  mostly  taken  by  Brewers  and  Distillers,  leaving  on  the  1st  of  April  about 
the  same  quantity  on  hand  as  that  with  which  we  commenced  the  year.  On  the  9th  of  April,  10,000 
bushels,  and  on  the  loth  of  the  same  month  5,000  bushels  were  shipped  to  Builalo,  being  the  first 
indication  thus  far  during  the  season,  of  a  foreign  demand.  Through  May,  June,  July  and  August, 
about  oO,000  bushels  were  shipped,  principally  to  Buffalo,  and  a  good  home  demand  having  exist- 
ed in  the  mean  time,  on  the  3d  of  September  our  stock  on  hand  was  reduced  to  5,410  bushels. 

The  crop  of  1859  was  large,  of  fine  quality,  and  secured  in  good  condition.  The  market  for 
new  Barley  opened  at  40  to  43  cents  per  bushel,  and  what  came  forward  until  the  early  part  of 
October  was  principally  taken  by  City  Brewers.  From  that  time  to  the  close  of  navigation  an 
unusual  activity  prevailed,  and  large  shipments  were  made  to  Buffalo,  Oswego  and  Cleveland, 
while  the  different  railroads  have  taken  away  nearly  100,000  bushels.

GEAIN   INSPECTION. 

The  usual  attention  of  tlie  OfiBcers  of  the  Board  and  the  Inspection  Committee  has  been 
paid  to  this  subject  the  past  year.  The  Board  of  Directors  at  their  meeting,  April  11th, 
appointed  Hiram  Wheeler,  E.  B.  Stevens  and  A.  Dow,  Esquires,  the  Committee  on  Grain 
Inspection  for  the  year  following,  and  William  Jones,  Chief  Inspector,  with  power  to  appoint 
assistants.  As  no  change  took  place  in  the  character  of  wheat  arriving,  until  the  new  crop 
was  harvested,  no  alteration  was  made  in  the  inspection,  but  as  the  fine  crop  harvested  in 
1859  began  to  come  forward,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  change  the  grades. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Directors,  held  August  9th,  they  were  re-established,  the  grades  and 
requirements  after  the  15th  of  August  to  be  as  follows : 

No.  1  White  Wheat. — The  berry  to  be  plump,  well  cleaned,  and  free  from  other  grains. 

No.  2  White  Wheat. — To  be  sound,  but  not  clean  enough  for  No.  1. 

No.  1  Red  Wheat. — The  berry  to  be  plump,  well  cleaned,  and  free  from  other  grains. 

No.  2  Red  Wheat. — To  be  sound  but  not  clean  enough  for  No.  1. 

Rejected  Winter  Wheat. — Unsound  and  unmerchantable  wheat,  and  to  weigh  not  less 
than  45  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

No.  1  Spring  Wheat. — The  berry  to  be  plump,  well  cleaned,  free  from  other  grains,  and 
to  weigh  not  less  than  58  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

No.  2  Spring  Wheat. — To  bo  sound,  but  not  clean  enough  for  No.  1,  and  to  weigh  not 
less  than  52  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

Rejected  Spring  Wheat. — All  unsound,  unmerchantable  Spring  Wheat,  and  to  weigh 
not  less  than  45  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

This  standard  was  rigidly  adhered  to  until  the  first  day  of  January.  On  the  12th  day  of 
December,  the  Board  adopted  the  following  preamble  and  resolution  for  reasons  therein 
explained : 

Whereas,  This  Board,  on  the  9th  day  of  August  last,  established  a  standard  for  the  inspec- 
tion of  Wheat  by  certain  requirements,  including  the  test  of  weight,  which  was  as  follows,  viz : 
No.  1  Spring  to  weigh  58  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 
No.  2         "  "  52       "  "  "  " 

Rejected    "  '•  45       "  "  "  " 

And  whereas,  It  has  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Board  that  many  buyers  of  Wheat  in 
the  country  tributary  to  this  market,  have  been  in  the  habit  of  mixing  Oats,  Rye,  Barley  and 
Mill  Screenings  with  Wheat  sent  here,  (still  keeping  the  weight  within  the  requirements  of  the 
present  standard,)  therefore,  -with  a  view  of  preventing  such  practices  in  future,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  on  and  afier  the  first  day  of  January,  1860,  no  Spring  Wheat  shall  pass  as 
No.  1 — that  weigh?  less  than  59  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel;  none  shall  pass  as  No.  2 
that  weighs  less  than  56  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel ;  and  none  shall  pass  as  rejected  that 
weighs  less  than  45  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel,  and  the  Inspectors,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Inspection  Committee,  shall  be  instructed  to  reject  any  grain,  for  any  other  cause  (particularly 
where  it  is  evident  it  has  been  mixed  for  purposes  of  deception,)  even  if  it  come  up  to  the 
required  standard  of  weight. 
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We  give  below  a  full  statement  of  the  grain  inspected,  which  has  arrived  and  departed  the 
past  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  large  quantities  are  received  and  shipped  without  being 
inspected.  This  arises  from  the  fact  that  no  rule  exists,  compelling  inspection  of  grain  re- 
ceived by  canal,  or  of  grain  shipped  direct  from  the  cars  into  vessels,  or  into  the  cars  of  other 
Eailroads,  much  of  which  has  been  done  the  present  season.

HOGS. 

The  number  of  fattened  Hogs  marketed  yearly  in  Chicago,  depends  mainly  on  the  magnitude 
of  the  corn  crop  the  preceding  year ;  the  stock  of  corn  remaining  over  governing  the  price,  and 
thus  deciding  for  the  farmer  whether  it  is  most  profitable  for  him  to  sell  his  corn  and  let  his  hogs 
run,  or  fatten  them.  Our  receipts  of  Hogs  for  the  year  now  ended  showing  less  than  they  did  in 
1858,  is  no  proof  that  their  production  in  territory  tributary  to  us  is  diminishing,  or  that  they  are 
diverted  to  other  markets  ;  the  same  causes  that  existed  to  lessen  our  corn  receipts,  producing 
the  same  result  in  Hogs. 

From  the  increased  cultivation  of  lands  in  districts  where  the  products  already  find  a  market 
here,  and  the  opening  of  new  tracts  to  our  trade  by  the  extension  of  railroads  in  territory  which 
in  consequence  of  its  great  distance  from  market,  can  not  ship  grain  profitably,  and  where  atten- 
tion is  given  almost  entirely  to  stock  raising,  we  thmk  the  time  is  aot  far  distant  when  we  shall 
stand  in  the  same  position  in  our  Hog  trade,  we  do  now  in  our  Grain,  Cattle  and  Lumber  operations. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  number  of  Hogs  (live  and  dressed)  received  and  forwarded 
the  last  two  years,  by  railroad.  It  is  estimated  that  about  5000  in  addition  have  arrived  on  foot 
and  by  teams  the  last  year.

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TEADE   AND   COMMERCE   OF 


CATTLE. 

For  many  years,  Chicago  has  enjoyed  the  reputation  of  being  the  largest  receiver  of  Beef 
Cattle  of  any  city  in  the  Union  except  New  York,  and  continues  to  occupy  that  position. 

Among  the  causes  that  compel  us  to  chronicle  a  decline  in  receipts  for  1859  from  those  of  1858, 
may  be  mentioned  the  scarcity  of  corn,  which  prohibited  stock  raisers  from  feeding  the  usual 
quantity  during  the  Winter  of  1858-9,  thereby  leaving  their  cattle  in  too  low  a  condition  to  fatten 
on  grass  for  the  fall  market,  and  the  severe  drought  in  southern  Iowa  and  northern  Missouri  through 
the  season  of  1859.  We  might  also  mention  that  in  1858,  large  herds  of  cattle  were  driven  from 
Texas  through  Missouri  and  Iowa  to  the  Mississippi  River,  and  from  there  sent  forward  by  rail, 
road  to  Chicago.  This  supply  has  been  almost  entirely  cut  off  the  last  year  by  the  difficulties  to 
be  encountered  from  a  scarcity  of  grass  on  that  route,  and  the  opposition  of  Missourians  to  drovers 
passing  through  the  State  with  their  cattle.  It  has  been  ascertained  from  reliable  sources,  that 
more  than  8000  head  of  Texas  cattle  bound  for  Chicago,  were  turned  back,  not  being  allowed  to 
pass  through  Missouri.  When  we  take  these  things  into  consideration,  with  the  fact  that  no 
railroad  shows  a  decrease  except  those  traversing  our  State  to  the  Mississippi  River,  we  have 
reason  to  be  proud  of  our  commerce  in  Beef  Cattle  in  1859 ;  and  have  no  doubt  of  its  propor- 
tionate increase  to  all  our  products  as  the  resources  of  the  country  are  developed.

PROVISIONS. 

We  have  attempted  in  the  following  table  to  give  an  account  of  receipts  and  shipments  of 
the  principal  products  of  Cattle  and  Hogs  in  1859,  including  what  was  produced  fixim  those 
cut  in  the  city,  but  found  it  next  to  an  impossibility  to  approximate  anjrthing  near  correct 
figures,  many  of  our  railroads,  from  their  manner  of  classifying  property  transported,  not  being 
able  to  furnish  them.  For  instance — one  of  our  largest  carrying  roads  enter  in  their  books  as 
provisions,  fruits,  eggs,  fresh  beef,  vegetables  of  many  kinds,  etc.;  another  keeps  no  provision 
table  in  their  books,  and  so  on.  Then,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  of  our  principal  packers, 
no  account  is  kept  of  the  quantity  of  pork,  sides,  lard,  etc.,  obtained  from  the  Hogs  cut ;  they 
are  simply  turned  into  what  seems  most  profitable  to  packers  and  no  account  kept  of  the  pro. 
ducts.  Then  in  shipping — ^the  Custom  House  books  show  nothing  beyond  the  fact,  that  so 
many  tons,  pounds,  barrels,  or  packages  of  beef,  pork  or  provisions,  have  been  shipped,  and 
large  quantities  depart  without  being  entered  in  the  books  at  all,  such  a  lack  of  system  exists 
in  the  management  of  their  affairs,  or  perhaps  from  the  want  of  duties  imposed  on  the  man- 
agement. The  reader  will  at  onee  see  that  provisions  on  the  records  we  have  for  reference,  if 
recorded  at  all,  means,  beef,  pork,  fresh  meat,  vegetables,  or  anything  edible.  It  is  very  desir- 
able to  dealers  and  business  men  generally,  that  our  Railroad  and  Custom  House  books  should 
show  the  exact  quantity  of  all  beef,  pork  and  cut  or  cured  meats  of  every  description,  separate 
and  distinct.  Also,  that  all  who  cut  Hogs  and  Cattle  in  the  city,  should  keep  an  account  of  the 
products  for  the  use  of  those  who  keep  statistics,  and  that  shippers  should  give  all  such  articles 
their  proper  names  in  their  bills  of  lading,  and  see  that  they  are  properly  entered  in  the  Cus- 
tom House  books. 

Our  hams,  shoulders,  and  sides,' have  become  as  celebrated  for  their  superior  quality,  as  our 
beef  and  pork.  Besides  our  usual  shipments  to  New  York,  Boston  and  Philadelphia, 
from  whence  they  are  sent  to  all  parts  of  the  world,  a  trade  has  sprung  up  in  the  Southern 
States,  and  large  quantities  are  now  forwarded  to  Baltimore,  Richmond,  Louisville,  Memphis, 
and  other  points.

other  points  what  has  not  been  re[)orted  in  another  shape,  and  is  produced  in  the  city.  We 
accordingly  add  to  our  receipts  of  Hides  those  taken  from  cattle  slaughtered  here,  estimating 
their  weight  at  eighty  pounds  each.  Our  receipts  for  1859  show  an  increase  over  those  ot 
1858,  while  the  whole  business  for  the  year  shows  a  decrease.  This  is  accounted  for  by  less 
cattle  having  been  slauglitered  in  the  city  in  1859  than  in  1858.  Tables  showing  quantity 
received  and  forwarded,  and  of  prices  for  two  years,  will  be  found  below.

HIGHWINES. 

Dwing  to  the  difficulties  in  separating  them,  -we  have  heretofore  kept  Highwines  and  Alcohol 
in  the  same  column  of  receipts;  this  year  they  have  beeii  kept  separate.  The  following  Table 
will  show  the  quantity  of  Highwines  received  at,  manufactured  in,  and  forwarded  from,  Chicago, 
in  1859.  As  the  price  is  governed  almost  entirely  by  the  price  of  Corn,  prices  have  fluctuated 
with  the  buoyancy  or  depression  in  this  article,  and  considerable  speculation  has  taken  place 
during  most  of  the  year. 

Our  supplies  of  Alcohol  for  the  year  have  consisted  of  4,734  barrels  received,  from  other  points 
beside  that  manufactured  in  the  city.     There  has  been  forwarded  during  the  year,  5,349  barrels.

COAL. 

Our  Coal  trade  for  1859  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  following  Table.  That  Chicago  will 
always  be  furnished  with  an  abundant  supply  of  this  necessary  article  of  fuel  at  reasonable  prices, 
may  be  inferred  from  the  fact  that  large  fields  of  Coal  exist  at  points  contiguous  to  the  Illinois 
and  Michigan  Canal  and  Railroads  centering  here.  The  business  of  mining  in  this  State  is 
yearly  extending  itself,  and  as  the  lower  veins  are  reached,  Coal  of  a  superior  quality  is  found. 
Most  of  that  taken  from  the  numerous  beds  lying  near  the  banks  of  the  Illinois  finds  a  ready  sale 
to  steamers  running  on  that  and  the  Mississippi  river,  while  the  products  of  mining  along  the 
different  railroad  lines  is  mainly  marketed  in  the  interior. 

The  receipts  at  Chicago  showing  larger  in  1855  than  any  other  year  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  our  Gas  Company  and  others  purchased  large  supplies  of  Illinois  Coal  that^year,  which  are 
not  yet  exhausted. 

During  the  last  season  Illinois  Coal  has  sold  at  $2.25@|;2.'76  per  tun,  and  the  best  qualities  of 
Ohio  and  Pennsylvania  Bituminous  Coal  have  ranged  from  $3.50  to  $4.00  per  tun,  by  cargo.

LEAD. 

The  increase  in  this  business  since  1857,  has  been  almost  fourfold,  and  it  may  be  seen  by 
the  following  table  that  more  Lead  is  now  used  in  Chicago  for  the  manufacture  of  lead  pipe, 
white  lead,  etc.,  than  the  entire  receipts  of  1857.  It  may  be  proper  to  mention  that  most  of 
our  railroads  enter  white,  as  well  as  pig  lead,  in  their  books,  as  "  lead."  The  probabilty 
is  that  what  arrives  by  the  Galena  Railroad,  the  Illinois  Central  Railroad,  and  by  Canal,  is 
pig  lead ;  while  that  received  by  all  other  routes  is  white  lead.

STONE. 


It  will  be  seen  by  our  Stone  account,  which  follows,  that  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in 
receipts  the  last  two  years.  An  unusual  large  stock  was  leftover  of  1857  receipts, and  since 
that  year,  in  consequence  of  the  stringency  in  monetary  affairs,  there  has  been  less  demand 
for  material  for  that  class  of  buildings  requiring  many  stone.  The  value  of  the  stone  quarries 
and  gravel  beds  contiguous  to  Chicago  are  too  well  known  to  need  comment. 

Beside  the  stone  brought  to  the  city  the  year  just  passed,  46,089  tons  of  gravel  have  been 
received  by  the  Illinois  and  Michigan  Canal,  most,  if  not  all  of  which,  has  been  used  in 
improving  our  streets.

DRY  GOODS. 

[We  are  indebted  to  one  of  our  prominent  members  engaged  in  the  Dry  Goods  trade,  for  the 
following  article,  which  we  take  pleasure  in  publishing  in  connection  with  this  Report.] 

In  giving  an  Annual  Report  to  the  public  from  this  Board,  it  may  be  quite  desirable  and 
proper  to  make  a  note  of  some  branches  of  business  not  conducted  on  change,  but  which  are 
among  the  strong  bulwarks  of  our  commercial  prosperity  as  a  city,  of  which  the  Dry  Goods 
Jobbing  Trade  should  claim  our  special  attention.  In  no  city.  East  or  West,  has  this  branch  of 
trade  assumed  such  goodly  proportions  in  so  short  a  time  as  in  Chicago.  It  is  in  the  hands  of 
sound,  practical  men,  whose  efforts  to  obtain  such  a  result  have  shown  alike  the  capacities  of  the 
place  and  the  resources  of  the  country.  One  firm  in  this  branch  of  business  commands  a  trade 
equal  in  amount  to  some  of  the  best  houses  in  New  York  and  Boston,  and  there  are  a  dozen 
more  whose  business  in  the  aggregate  is  counted  by  millions. 

Western  Merchants  begin  more  fully  to  comprehend  the  importance  of  concentrating  their 
trade  at  the  point  where  the  surplus  produce  of  the  country  is  marketed,  and  now  that  this  and 
other  branches  of  trade  have  assumed  a  magnitude  co-extensive  with  the  demands  of  the  West, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  about  the  wisdom  of  adopting  such  a  course  on  their  part. 

The  system  of  Eastern  Merchants  of  organizing  and  sustaining  their  business  through  the 
agency  of  rumiers,  is,  to  use  a  trite  phrase  "  run  into  the  ground,"  the  panic  of  1857  and  1858 
having  performed  the  last  act  in  the  tragedy,  and  now  it  is  certain  to  a  practical  demonstration 
that  the  way  of  the  tran.*gressor  is  hard,  when  he  violates  well  known  and  established  livws  of  trade 
as  well  as  when  civil  law  is  placed  at  defiance — a  dear  lesson  to  some  surely,  but  on  the  whole, 
a  good  warning  to  protect  in  future  the  integrity  of  the  statutes  of  commerce  among  those  who 
succeed  them  in  the  chase  for  Dame  Fortune's  smile.  The  very  fact  that  Eastern  Jobbers  find 
it  necessary  to  send  out  runners  to  solicit  trade  is  proof  positive  that  their  position  is  not  the 
most  favorable  to  accommodate  the  business  thus  sought  to  be  influenced.  A  river  runs  in  its 
natural  channel  without  any  particular  urging,  but  when  we  wish  to  turn  it  from  that  channel 
into  an  unnatural  one,  it  is  done  at  the  expense  of  great  eftort,  and  when  done  is  sure  to  break 
over  the  banks  we  have  made  for  it,  to  find  its  accustomed  bed,  and  we  have  our  labor  for  our 
pains.  Eastern  Jobbers  have,  in  former  years,  made  themselves  expensively  wise  on  this  subject, 
and  hence  we  find  the  calling  of  runners  reduced  to  the  same  level  with  western  credit  in  the 
practical  experience  of  their  employers. 

"  All's  well  that  ends  well," — and  while  we  as  a  city,  may  have  suffered  on  account  of  such  a 
course  at  the  East,  we  are  by  no  means  the  worst  sufferers,  and  now  that  the  game  is  ended  we 
are  the  wianers,  decidedly. 
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KATES  OF  TRANSPORTATION. 

Lake  Freights. — ^In  lake  freights,  quite  an  improvement  has  been  manifested  during  the  year 
over  1858  prices.  Vessels  generally  have  been  actively  employed,  and  most  of  them  have  reaped 
some  profit  from  the  season's  business  ;  still,  owners  complain  of  a  scarcity  of  up  freights,  less 
salt  and  lumber  having  been  offered  for  shipment  than  in  1858,  while  most  of  the  merchandise 
arriving  here  by  lake  has  been  transported  by  propellers.
